su High Court have been brought 
into existence, continues in force for 
another term’ ot three years.

FROM CAIRO TO THE CAPE 


Official Trip Over Afri 
Prospects 


Fro Our Own 


London, Feb. 14. 
Sir, Evie Geddes, Chairman, atid 
Mr, GE. Woods Humphiey, Manag- 
ing Director, of Imperial Airways, 
‘arrived: back from their inspection 
of the African Air route yesterday 
Morning. On" landing from the 
“Warwick Castle” at Southampton, 
they were met by a Heracles class 
airliner and a. large number of 
African press representatives. Dur- 
ing the Journey from Southampton 
to Croydon in the machine, Sir Eri 
gave a description of his 
Part as follows:— 

‘We flew in one of our largest 
raft, which is now operating ‘re- 
galarly between Egypt and Kenya.
